Hi Rick, 


I have had an NIR-12 for several years. As you mentioned, it is very 
heavy and consumes about 1 amp in use. Certainly not something you would 
take along on field outings. 


I find it very useful as a selective audio filter on CW. I generally set 
the tone frequency on the far left to the desired CW tone. For example 
700 Hz. On my Yaesu that is easily accomplished by setting the bandwidth 
(BW) to the sidetone frequency. I can then vary the bandwith to wide for 
search mode and then narrow for qso. You can easily reduce the audio 
bandwidth well below 500 Hz without undue distortion. 


Another mode that works very well for SSB is the "notch" mode. In crowded 
sections of 40 meters ie. novice portion, pushing in the notch button 
totally eliminates heterodynes. It almost seems like magic. It's that 
good. Unfortunately, this has no utility in CW mode as it considers CW 
tones to be heterodynes. I use SSB infrequently. 


While I find that the Dynamic Peaking and NIR modes seem to work, they 
don't have the utility that the cw filter mode has for me. 


I find it's utility is much less apparent with my K2 than it is with my 
FT-840. The dynamic range and filter capabilities of the K2 are much 
better. 


As Rich Arland said in the April edition of the QST, the K2 is the best 
radio I have ever owned. The Yaesu has been relegated to a test rig and 
backup.

Most Qs result from calling CQ. I'd estimate 80% or better. Two DX Qs 
were the result of calling CQ late evenings, and both were Europe. 
Operation is mostly in the mornings around grayline time. I've noticed a 
null following sunrise similar to that described by Chuck, K7QO, at 
twilight. The DX that I hear mornings and evenings is generally not in the 
direction I had expected. I hear the Pacific more in the mornings and 
Europe more in the evenings. But they are not limited to these times of day 
either. The 30 meter band doesn't follow the sun as the higher HF bands 
often do. The daylight hours have different propagation than the dark 
hours do, however. Most likely, the effect of the F2 layers combining 
after dark and separating after daylight. Other factors are involved too, 
I'm sure. Interesting band to say the least and I'd expect more variations 
as the seasons of the year progress.

Previous posts in this irregular series have tried 
to give some ideas on how to make xyourx beacon heard 
above the inevitable din in the exhibit hall. 


Probably the simplest first step, thoughtlessly 
neglected before, is to use a decent loudspeaker. 
The kit comes without one so you have to provide 
your own anyway. Why not use a good one? 


An excellent choice is one that radio Shack sells. 
Here is a quote from N2APB who convinced me how 
effective it is: 


"It's a "Compact External Communications Speaker", 

p/n 19-318, priced at about $19 from Radio Shack. 
Black, 2"x2"x2" plastic cube, 2" speaker, 3W 

max power, narrow 700-10,000 Hz frequency response, 
10-foot audio cable with 1/8" plug, tilt-style mounting 
bracket." 


So if you don't have the time or energy to make one of 
the resonant speakers at least this one will give a 
good showing and will come in handy around the shack 
later. 


And for the devious, here's another thought - if you 
can't make yourself heard above the din, reduce the 
din of interference from others. You might be able 
to sample the ambient noise environment from everyone 
else and project that audio with suitable anti-phase 
processing toward the audio-sensing microphoen to 
null out everyone else's signal AT THAT POINT so 

that you are all that is heard. It's called active 
noise cancelling. You don't have to be stronger 

than all rest, just trickier! 


Now if only that were legal in the electromagnetic 
spectrum...

On all the programs with waterfall trouble, if you can get clicked ona 
Signal before it goes white, or whatever, you can have a QSO even though you 
cant see the signal trace, or waterfall at all. 


But IZ8BLY Stream works fine. TrueTTY never a problem. DXPSK, 98% trouble 
free. 


Hamscope never has a problem, but I seem to have trouble getting tuned in on 
signals, but thats me. Hi 


Now I discovered that WinWarbler has no problems at all ! After playing with 
it I think it could become my favorite psk31 software. You can monitor 3 
QSO's at a time. 


I've gotten some good suggestions from afew of the members here, and who 
knows, we just might beat the problem at some point. 


I'm not a computer wiz but thaks to my friends who had the suggestions. 


Yesterday while experimenting with msconfig, I almost "lost it all" !

As a 47 year ham and charter member of R.0.0.F (Royal Order of Old F_ _ ts) 
a 
few comments about SWR and Watt Meters. 


First of all, in my opinion, we only need SWR meters to determine how our 
antenna is matched, or how properly our antenna tuner is tuned (and there's 
some comments to that, too). Other than that, the “wiggly meters" are just 
something to distract you when you're copying code above 55 wpm. 


Next, in my opinion, we only need a watt meter to measure our outputs to 
insure our transmitter is either properly built and peaked, or to see how 
much power we can get out or what settings product what power levels. i.e. 
more test bench that full time operation. 


That being said, my practice is to build a good two-toroid RF sensor (my 
favorite circuit is a four-port hybrid 50 ohm by Dave Stockton G4ZNQ article 
in SPRAT, Vol 61 - Winter '89 - '90 entitled A Bi-Directional Inline 


Wattmeter - based on the Bruene circuit) and then feed two separate meters 
to 

monitor forward and reflected power. Dave's circuit is a very accurate and 
sensitive circuit, and simple to build. 


THEN, if I MUST measure watts full time, separately and accurately, I 
sometimes build a separate power measuring circuit (I usually do it in with 
my RF Sensor above) in which I tap off via low pF capacitor and go thru 
switched trimpots to set the various power levels of interest and then to a 
power meter on which I make the face in order to maximize calibration of 
each 

scale at all levels. That way I get maximum accuracy at the various power 
levels. There is some variance due to frequency but not enough to be 
significant enough for my needs. 


So much for my experiences. Does this help anyone?

Gang, 
A moderately sized solar flare this past weekend produced a coronal mass 


ejection (CME) that struck the earth's magnetosphere yesterday (monday), 
triggering minor geomagnetic storming. Satellite sensors show it was a 
fairly strong shockwave (600 km/sec) with a very sudden onset, which drove 
the direction of the interplanetary magnetic field (IMF) southwards and 
triggered a minor (K=3 to 4) geomagnetic storm. Normally this type of 
storm dissipates within a few hours. 


However, today (tuesday), the solar wind remains elevated around 500 km/s 
and the IMF continues to point southward. This continued agitation to 
our magnetic field is still fueling the storm and allowing it to grow in 
intensity, with K=5 to 7 indices so far tuesday for MAJOR geomagnetic 
storm activity. Yesterday's A-index is estimated to be 26 (geomagnetic 
disturbances averaged over 24-hours, while the K-index is the 3-hour 
average). With the K-index in the 5-7 range so far today, I would expect 
today's A-index to end up in the 80-100 range, indicating fairly strong, 
global effects from this storm. 


ON THE HAM BANDS ... this means enhanced noise levels and bursty noise 
bursts around 20M and worse the lower in frequency you go. 30M is 
currently experiencing noise bursts and reduced signal levels; this 
evening, 40M will likely be quite noisy and poor signal strengths. NOAA 
is now estimating this storm will persist through wednesday. In the 
higher latitudes (Canada, Alaska, etc.) near blackout conditions exist in 
some areas and has been migrating southward since local sunrise today. 


AURORA ALERT has been issued for above 50 degrees magnetic latitude, 
which in North America, extends from around Seattle southward to below 
Denver, then curving northwards to skim Great Lakes and New England. If 
the K index remains around 5 or higher by mid-evening, auroral activity 
is possible farther to the south than described above. 


A geomagnetic storm has little effect above 20M, so 15-10M are unaffected. 
Although with the solar flux at 146, 10M openings are currently scarce 
and short lived. 


Standard Disclaimer: This is an announcement of current storm conditions 
for those interested in the solar phenomenon or experiencing degraded HF 
conditions. This is not a severe blackout condition. It is not the end 

of the world or the death of ham radio as we know it :-) Do not dismantle 
your station at this time! Conditions are highly variable around the globe, 
with fair conditions in some areas, worse in others, and likely to subside 
tomorrow. Have a QSO on the lower bands and find out yourself.
